Martin 
said this could be "arranged" by having the Senator ask the Chairman to 
make such a request. I told Martin that whatever the Senator wished to 
do in this regard, was a matter for determination by the Senator and, 
similarly, any request which the Chairman might wish to make was up to 25X1 
him.
